place'without'certain hardships,1 buUhe sooner it is completed 
the better it will be for all kinds of legitimale business and all 
classes of the population.

But so soon comes \vord from Washington that Congress is 


being fltfodeo! Vith bills designed.to help the farmers and busi- 
ness of practically all kinds. It is not expected that much can 
be done'during the sholt session except'to provide for a vast 
amount of .investigation and lay the groundwork for action 
after M'arcli V, Says a Washington dispatch: "The enormbus 
number of bills dealing with farming and industry presented 
yesterday and today, together with an apparent desire of'lead- 
ers to do something fqrbusiness'generally^made it appear cer- 
tain that Congressional altcfilioii wdukl be.turned to business 
problems, once the appropriation bills'are"out p'f the way."'"' 


There has been too much special legislation, iii'recenl years, 


both by Congress and state legislalures, in the 'interest of busi- 
ness, and while this has been helpful in spots Ihe benefits have 
not, as a rule, been enjoyed by all of the people. And such is 
apt to be the case with most efforts lo stimulate business by

What1 is needed is general legislation and fewer efforts to

can be under constant legislative tinkering.
